Impossible to Compromise. 

“My education and principles make it ut- 
terly impossible for me to compromise on or 
favor in the slightest degree the present 
methods.

My colleagues say that the present meth- 
ods of gaining evidence have always been 
used.

Chicago packers who are losing money on. 
hog products demanded by the export trade 
because of lack of inspection facilities here 
have decided that their petition to the Bec- 
retary Of Agriculture, referred to in THE 
TRIBUNE of yesterday, will ask for forty. 
more microscopists at once. At present the 
force is eighty. 

The Exporters and Provision Dealers“ as- 
sociation is officially behind the demand, and 
it will be made next week. The Executive 
committee of that organization held a meet- 
ing at Swift & Co.'s office in the Counselman 
building yesterday afternoon, and Louis F. 
Swift, John Bunnell, and George J. Brine 
were appointed a committee to prepare a 
statement setting forth the existing situa- 
tion, and this report will be forwarded early 
next week to the Secretary of Agriculture, 
with a request that he help the packers out 
of their troubles by increasing the force of 
microscopists to 120, 

Expense Will Be Trifling. | 

It is asserted that the extra expense would | 
not amount to enough to be felt by the gov- 
ernment. It would not be hecessary to 
place any more department officiala on the 
pay-rolls. Nothing will be asked for in the 
way of additional rents. Every packing 
company has its own staff of doctors, con- 
sequently the only outlay would be salaries 
for forty young. women to sit from s a. m. 
until 3 p. m. in the big operating room at 
4189 South Halsted street looking through

All the packers complained 
that they were from six weeks to two months 
behind in their shipments of foreign or- 
ders and placed the fault entirely on delays 
for want of out inspection. The force of 
examiners is not large enough to do the 
work. The demands from abroad for cured 
meats have so increased that the present 
corps of microscopists cannot keep up with 
the packing should it be done at the rate re- 
quired to fill orders and ship them on time. 

According to Dr. W. 8. Devoe, Chief In- 
spector, there are eighty women now em- 
ployed in the operating room. He says they 
average in their examinations forty-five 
specimens a day each, covering a total of 
3.000 careasses. This number, divided equal-

The packers recently have been compelled 
to refuse orders for shipment within stated 
periods, because many June and July deliv- 
eries have not been made. So in the opinion 
of the packers matters have reached that 
point to stir up the authorities at Wash- 
ington, if the American farmers and stock 
raisers are to get the full benefits of the 
increased foreign demands for hog products. 

Review of the Situation. 

“ Every day we lose now,” said one big 
packer, “ represents a loss of hundreds of 
dollars, not only to Us, but to the Western 
farmers and hog raisers. These heavy de- 
mands from abroad are almost exclusively 
fot pork and lard. As every shipment of 
meat must be accompanied by a government 
ceftificate that it is all right, of course every 
hog Killed to be packed for the transatlantic 
trade must be carefully Inspected, By rea- 
son of th limited force of examiners we 
have been forced to hold our shipments back 
until they are away over due on the other 
‘side. Naturally this causes us a great deal 
of trouble. Our customiers are losing pa- 
tience with us. They do not understand the 
eause of delay. They do not appreciute the 
excuses given that our government declines - 
to employ a sufficient number of inspectors 
to do the work on time. 

„Then, too, some of the packers have been 
put to the necessity within the last few 
weeks of refusing large orders for fall de- 
livery, because they could not give assur- 
anees of their ability to fill them within the 
specified period.“

Head of Brown University Will Lead 
: an Educational Movement on 
a New Pian. 


Providence, N. I., July 80.—[Special.]— 
President E. Benjamin Andrews, whose 
resignation as the head of Brown University | 
caused a profound sensation last week on 
account of his free silver views and ex- 
pressions, has accepted the Presidency of a 
new university. 8 

The institution will be a popular college, 
at first something after the Chautauquan 
movement and later a large educational in- 
stitution is to be developed. 

The position as President was tendered to 
President Andrews within the last five 
weeks by the founder of the new college, 
John Brisben Walker, a journalist of note 
and a reputed millionaire. 

The new college, said President Andrews, 
will be a big affir, with the view to the 
widespread dissemination of education.

Under President Andrews there will be an 
Advisory board of ten men, chosen from the 
brightést and rarest minds in the whole 
country. The greater purpese of the new 
university wili be to reach the masses who 
have not the means to secure entrance to 
the now existing universities of the coun- 
try. 

President Andrews was asked: 

“* Dootor, you will begin your w duties 
in connection with the new college about 
Sept. 1?"

WANTS A BILL PASSED.

VIEWS OF THE FINANCIERS. 
Some of the Men in the Secret Are 
Dissatisfied. | 


New York, July 80.— [Special. special 


Secretary Gage has formulated a definite 
plan for the revision of the banking and 
currercy laws which he hopes, after mod- 


be introduced in Congress in December. 
The plan is of the broadest possible scope, 
providing for the thorough reorganization 
of the financial system, though it is not in- 
tended that this shall be accomplished by 
any sudden or unwarranted upheaval of 
the existing system. 

Secretary Gage favors a gtadual retire- 
ment of the greonbacks and their proper 
replacement by other forms of issue. He 
also favors the complete separation of ihe 
issue and’ fiscal branches of the Treasury, 
both in accounting and in operations.“ 

The whole plan of the Secretary. was 
formulated some weeks ago and has been 
submitted, under a pledge of secrecy, to a 
number of prominent Senators and mem- 
bers of Congress and to leading bankers in 
various parts of the country. The descrip- 
tion of Mr. Gage’s comprehensive plan is 
contained in about six pages of typewritien 
matter, a number of copies of which have 
for crit- 
icism and suggestions. 


Has Received Suggestions. 


tees of the Senate and House have given the 
Secretary the benefit of their suggestions, 
and in some cases these have been adopted. 
The same is true of several bankers and 
associations of bankers in New York, and 
New England. By all of these persons the 
plan of Secretary Gage has been guarded 
with great secrecy, and the scheme has 
heen treated as a party matter by the Re- 
publicans who have been taken into the 
confidence of the Secretary. 

In general the criticisms of Secretary 
Gage's proposition have not been unfavor- 
able. Communications have been sent to 
him from bankers in the Hast very freely, 
and many members of Congress discussed 
the scheme with him in person before Con- 
gress adjourned. ft has been found that the 
plan found most general favor in the West, 
and that many bankers of New York and the 
North generally find some things in it to 
criticise adversely. 

A member of the House Banking and Cur- 
rency committee, in speaking of the matter, 
said: ‘*‘ Mr. Gage has tried to take the 
broadest possible view of the financial situa- 
tian. He has modified the ideas which he 
possessed when he first came to Washington, 
and by so doing he has not pleased the con- 
servative bankers of the East. This is not 
because his plan lacks conservatism exactly, 
but because he believes that the banking and 
currency laws of the country cannot be 
framed with reference to the East alone, 
where methods and institutions have be- 
come Jong established. and where bustness

One prominent banker in New York gave 
his opinion to the Secretary in very plain 
terms, and it. was not flattering to the See- 
retary’s plan.

1 don't think the general government 
should do a banking business,“ said John A. 
King, President of the Fort Dearborn Na- 
tional Bank. “ My confidence in Secretary 
Gage is boundless and I agree with him in 
so far as the retirement of the greenbacks 
is concerned. However, as I am not fa- 
miliar with the detaiis of his revision plan 
can hardly expresg my personal views at 
presént. A change from the present system 
is necessary, and i think Mr. Gage will 
make wise suggestions and am glad that 
Congress will take the matter up at its 
next session.“ 

One of the most prominent bankers in 
Chicago said last night he agreed with that 
part of Mr. Gage's plan which proposes a 
retirement of the greenbacks. But,“ he 
continued, the Secretary will have to go 
still further and also call from circulation 
all of the silver dollars, The main feature 
of the scheme seems to be that Mr. Gage 
himself can take the place of a commission 
that should have been appointed before Con- 
gress adjourned. I am strongly in faver, 
however, of the work being put inte the 
hands of a commission. 

Had John Sherman called them in when 
we resumed specie payment we would not 
have suffered the panic of 1803. and it is 
also my firm belief that if the government 
had let Hugh McCulloch retire them in 
1866 and 1867, we would not have gone 
through the hard times of 1872. 

We are at that point now where the silver. 
dollars should be taken out of circulation, 
and put out an issue of, say, 8800, 000.000 in 
subsidiary silver money. When that is dcne 
we will then be getting down to a sound 
currency basis. The government should go 
out of the banking business.“

PUTS A CHICAGO MAN ON THE BOARD. 


President McKinley Appoints the Com- 
mission to Study the Deep Wa- 
terway Project. 


Washington, D. C., July 80.—Another step 
has been taken in the project to unite the 
great inland seas of the United States with 
the Atlantic Ocean by Means of a ship canal 
from Lake Erie to the seaboard. In ac- 
cordance with the act of Congress approved 
June 4, 1897, President McKinley has ap- 
pointed as members of the Deep Waterway 
commission Major Charles W. Raymond, 
Corps of Engineers, U. 8. A.; Alfred Noble 
of e and George T. Wisner of De- 
troit. 


Alfred Noble of Chicago, who, with Major 
Charles W. ymond, U. S. X., and George 
Y. Wisner Detroit, has been appointed 
by President McKinley on the Board of En- 
gineers to make surveys and examinations 
for a deep waterway between the Atlantic 
Ocean and Lake Erie, said yesterday he

expected the board would get to work ina 
short time. 

„We will take up the work,” said Mr. 
Noble, where the former commission, of 
which Mr. Cooley was a member and Dr. 
Angell President, left off. That commis- 
sion examined into the practicability of the 
several routes suggested between the Hud- 
son River and Lake Erie, and it will be the 
business of our board, which is entirely 
composed of civil engineers, to make sur- 
veys of the various routes and report as to 
their respective cost and availability. 
My own appointment on this board was 
a great surprise to me, and I doubted its 
correctness when I read it this morning. 
Since then, however, I have received a letter 
from Major Raymond which confirms it. I 
was not an applicant for the place and was 
urging the claims of Mr. Cooley, whom I 
was anxious to see appointed.” 

The naming of this Board of Engineers by 
President McKinley is in obedience to an 
act of Congress passed some time ago ap- 
propriating a sum of money to.secure in- 
formation as to the practicability and cost 
of a waterway of sufficient depth and size 
to carry ocean-going vessels into Lake Erie, 
whence, of course; they could get to Chi- 
cago and other lake ports. 

Whether the government will ultimately 
undertake the work of building such a 
waterway depends largely on the report this 
Board of Engineers may make. 

Preliminary to its work a commission, of 
which Dr. Angell of Ann Arbor, Mich., was 
President and Lyman Cooley of Chicago, a 
member, examined into the practicability 
of building such a waterway and made a 
lengthy report, which is now published in 
book form. 

The main features of that report dealt with 
routes which were considered feasible. 

One was an enlargement of the present 
Brie Canal. 

Another extends from Lake Brie, at Ton- 
awanda, to Lewiston or some point near 
Lake Ontario, thence up the Oswego and 
Oneida River to Lake Oneida, thence by 
canal to the Mohawk River, and down the 
Mohawk to the Hudson. This is called the 
Oswego route. 

Still another contemplates a canal from 
Tonawanda to Lewiston, connecting Lakes 
Erie and Ontario, and thence from some 
point on the St. Lawrence River near Og- 
densburg by canal to Lake Champlain, and 
by the route of the Champlain Canal from 
that lake to the Hudson. g

UNITED STATES NOT A PARTY. 


Washington, D. C., July 30.—[Spectal.}— 
Official information received by telegraph 
from Tokio by the Japanese Legation in 
Washington says the Japanese government 
had consented to arbitrate the existing dif- 
ferences between itself and the government 

“of Hawaii. 

But the acquiescence of Japan is condi- 
tional, and it is not absolutely certain that 
an arbitration agreement will be made, 

The telegram to the legation said that the 
Japanese government had consented to arbi- 
trate the pending questions with Hawaii in 
principle and on the terms and conditions 
specified in a communication now on its way 
from Japan to Mr. Shimamura, its Minister 
at Honolulu. 

That is all the officials of the legation know 

of the matter, but they construe the tele- 
gram to mean that Japan is willing to ar- 
bitrate, but desires to have it clearly stated 
in advance what is to be arbitrated, the 
method to Be employed, and the name of the 
person or persons to be chosen as arbitrators. 


Must Know in Advance. 

In other words, the whole process and sub- 
stance of the arbitration must be definitely 
determined before the questions at issue are 
submitted to the tribunal. 

The offer of Mr. Cooper, the Hawalian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, was a general 
proposition to submit the pending difter- 
ences to arbitration, and did not give an ex- 
plicit idea of what was to be arbitrated. 

Hawaii may not consent to the terms 
of the communication sent to Mr. Shima- 
mura. What these terms are is not known 
here, and nobody familiar with the con- 
troversy is willing to hazard an opinion. 
They concern only Hawaii and Japan di- 
rectly, and the understanding between the 
two’ countries, if any is reached, will not 
affect this country in an official way be- 
yond the deep interest which the adminis- 
tration has taken in the matter through 
its efforts to have the two nations agree 
to a peaceable settlement of their, differ- 
ences. 

ö Gist of the Situation. 
The main question of difference affecting 


the United States and Japan is one of sov-

The 
formal letter of acceptance has been sent to 
Hawali, and the conditions of arbitration 
will be contained therein. Pending the ar- 
rangement of details all other proceedings 
looking to a settlement will be discontinued.

The inquiry, as reported in these dis- 
patches yesterday, was into the death of 
Henry George Pickett York Lee, aged 55, 
described as a tailor, who lately resided at 10 


| Allendale road, Camberwell, and who com- 


mitted suicide by taking poison. 
Mary Ann Lee, the widow, who described 
herself as an heiress in her own right, said 
she was married to the deceased in Decem- 
ber of last year, About a month ago it was 
brought to his knowledge that by a curious 
concatenation of events he had become the 
husband of his own half-sister, which upset 
him very much. 4 
Shortly before his death Lee told his wife 
he had a terrible secret to divulge; that 
some forty-five years ago, when he was a 
lad with a tribe of gypsies on Epsom Downs, 
his father placed a dagger in his hand and 
he plunged it into the back of a woman 
whom he afterwards heard was the mother 
of his wife. 3 

After the murder he was spirited away 
by the gypsies and eventually enlisted in the 
army. 

According to her account, backed up by 
the asseverations of Mrs. Langlois, for many 
years her friend, Mary Ann Lee is the 
daughter of a gentleman described as Sq 
Wage of Chingford, in Essex. 


Sold to a Gypsy Tribe. 

Shortly after her birth she was sold toa 
tribe of gypsies known as the Golden Lees. 
She passed the early years of her life in the 
custody of various memberg of this gypsy 
family known as Black Becky, Black Mary, . 
and so on, After temporary sojourns at 
Bethnal Green and Shoreditch workhouses 
Mary Ann went to live in the borough 
whence fifty-one years ago she was stolen 
and taken on board a vessel in the Thames 
commanded by Captain Snow and chartered 
by one Anthony White, said to be known 
in contemporary history as the “ Silver 
King.“ | 

— to her story she was thrown 
overboard with murderous intent, but 
rescued by a cabin boy, who, to add to the 
romance, was black. 3 

Anthony White, according to Mrs. Lang- 
lois, can be read about in history, but she is 
rather inclined to think that the shipment 
et bullion connected with his name went to 
the Bank of England and not to the Blade- 
bone public house, in Bethnal Green, where 
he is said to have been murdered and his 
bladebone hung up in the bar.

Marries Her Half-Brother. 

She was first married about thirty years 
ago, and she had been a widow three years 
when she met Lee, who appears by a strange 
coincidence to have been a fon of Squire 
Wage by a woman named Powell, well 
known to Mrs. Lee when roving free amid 
the-delights of y life. 

Lee had been in the artillery. and, from 
medical evidence given at the inquest, would 


may account for his morbid story. 

Not content with telling his wife of the“ 
murder of jpsom Downs he appears to have 
confessed to being a witness of a double mur- 
der at Norwood, in which a big personage 
and a lady were done to death. 

Mrs. Lee was last evening uncertain as to 
the identity of the personage in question, 
but it was a Duke of Hamilton or Clarence 
or something of that kind, she said. 

Everything seems to depend upon the re- 
covery of certain missing documents and the 
biography of the Gypsy Queen who died and 
was buried between 1890 and 1894. | 

In this biography there is said to be evi- 
dence of the justness of Mrs. Lee's claims, 
but a search of the British Museum and 
elsewhere has failed to discover it as yet. 

Still there is a hope that on Monday next, 
when a great gypsy parliament is to be held, 
the missing links of the strange story will 
be forthcoming in order that the curtain 
may be rung down in a conventional man- 
ner upon this eventful history.

“The British government has agreed to 
accept our proposition for a sealing confer- 
ence.

I 
have had long and fairly candid conferences 
‘with Mr. Chamberlain, and last Sunday I 
passed the day with Sir Richard Webster, 
the Attorney General, who is the adviser of 
the British government on the points of law 
involved. My statements met with the 
frankest and most impartial consideration. 

Wherever I have been, at St. Petersburg, 
Berlin, Paris, or here in London, I have 
been r ed in the most cordial manner. 
Whatever may be the feeling in the United 
States anent the often reported antagonism 
to our government displayed by foreign pow- 
ers, I have seen nothing of it. 

Everywhere I have had evidence that 
the foreign governments wish to meet any 
question raised by the United States in the 
spirit of the utmost frankness and open- 
mindedness. Perhaps it is needless for me 
to say that this is most gratifying to me 
officially and in my private capacity.“ 


CANADA'S LOYALTY 10 OLD ENGLAND. 


tion to the United States Is 
Not Wanted. 


London, July 30.— The Daily News this 
morning publishes the report of an interview 
with Sir Charles Tupper, in which the ex- 
Canadian Premier said that the French-Ca- 
nadian loyalty to Great Britain was largely 
due to the knowledge that the annexation of 
Canada to the United States would result 
in the abolition of their privileges to laws, 
language, and religion under the Quebec act. 

Dilating upon the benefits of ‘federation, 
Sir Charles said he regarded Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s plan for the formation of a great 
imperial Parliament as hopelessly behind the 
times, and impossible of success, because 
such a body must include in its powers the 
right of taxation for imperial purposes. 

Therefore its membership must be framed 
somewhat upon a population basis, which 
would mean that in a few years the people 
of the colonies would utterly swamp the 
voice of England, who would never sub- 
mit thereto. Secondly, the colonies would 
never submit to :t surrender of their auton- 
omy, nor would they hand over a large part 
of their powers tv a body thousands of miles 
away. 

„My idea,“ continued Sir Charles, is that 
framed by th: Ottawa conference, and 
afterwards supported by Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain, of preferential trade within 
the empire. Under a 10 per cent duty on 
corn and meat Canada could supply England 
with all she needs. I believe England would 
restore the duty on corn, aud that the 
operatives would be the most ardent sup- 
porters of the plan, seeing that thereby they 
would enjoy to a greater extent the great 
growing colonial markets. I regard Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier's preferential tariff as an ab- 
surd scheme, altogether misunderstood by 
the English press and the people. It is not 
preferential to England above other lands, 
and under the present treaties England can- 
not accept. The offers, now that they cannot 
be accepted, seems to me rather an insult 
than a compliment. ' 

“The Canadian ministry’s course in de- 
clining to be bound by the Belgian and Ger- 
man treaties is little less than a declaration 
of Independence. It has been clearly proved 

that the colonies are bound by these treaties. 
Had Sir Wilfrid Laurier offered England 
preferential trade on reciprocal terms, after 
the denunciation of the treaties, I believe 
that England would have accepted.” 

In conclusion Sir Charles Tupper declared 
that under a low tariff nearly went 
into bankruptcy.

DRAFTS HIM INTO TRE GERMAN ARMY 


Young American Citizen Has a Serious 
Time in Proving His Relations | 
to the United States. 


Berlin, July 20.—Ambassador White is just 
now giving close attention to a matter which 
promises to involve some diplomatic com- 
plications. 

It is the case of Alfred Wessling, son of a 
naturalized American citizen, Charles Wess- 
ling of New York. Young Wessling, while 
visiting Germany last spring, was drafted 
into the German army. He protested and 
proved that he had made a formal declara- 
tion of his intention to become a citizen of 
the United States, although his naturaliza- 
tion had not been perfected. 

His protest was absolutely ignored, and he 
was enrolled in the Seventy-fourth Regi- 
ment, stationed in Hanover. Recently, for 
the petty offense of chaffing, he was struck 
a violent blow by his sergeant. Enraged at | 
the injustice young Wessling felled his tor- 
mentor to the ground and fied. Late at 
night he reached the United States Con- 
sulate in the City of Hanover, completely 
fagged out and half starved. United States 
Consul Crane persuaded him to surrender 
to the authorities, and he is now awaiting 
trial on the charge of assaulting his su- 
perior. 

This offense is punishable in war time by 
summary execution after court-martial and 
in time of peace by several years’ imprison- 
ment. 

Ambassador White is endeavoring to se- 
cure his release. 


ENGLAND WELCOMES KING OF SIAM. 


Oriental Monarch Arrives on a Visit 
of State and Receives a Post 
Jubilee Ovation. 


London, July 30.—Chulalongkorn, King of 
Siam, arrived off Spithead this morning in 
the Siamese royal yacht Maha Charkkri with 
the royal suite and a large retinue of serv- 
ants. | 

The British warships Inflexible, Alex- 
andra, Calliope, Hero, and Victory received 
his Majesty with the salute reserved for 
royal visitors. The Duke of York and Ad- 
miral Sir Nowell Salmon, commander-in- 
chief at Portsmouth, went on board the 
Maha Charkkri and cordially welcomed the 
King to England. 

All the shipping in the harbor was gayly 
decorated with bunting. ; 

A large crowd assembled at the Victoria 
railway station to await the arrival of the 
King. The Scotch Guards were drawn up us 
a guard of honor, and his Majesty, on alight- 
ing from the train, was received by the 
Duke of Cambridge and the Duke of Port- 
land, who drove with him to Buckingham 
Palace, escorted by the Life Guards. 

At the palace the King was received by 
the Lord Chamberlain and his staff in full 
levee dress. He was immediately conducted 
to his apartments. 

His Majesty was heartily cheered by the 
populace on his way from the station to the 
palace.

TECHNICAL POINTS ARGUED.

Ju Tuley of the Circuit Court, ex- 
Lorin C. Collins, Assistant Corpora - 
tion Counsels Cora B. Hirtzel and Willtam 
H. Arthur wrestled yesterday afternoon 
over the validity of the new bicycle tax 
ordinance... At the conclusion of the af ter- 
noon a good deal of taiking had been done, 
but the results were not definite, ex-Judge 
Collins taking leave to amend his bill owing 
to the avidity with which M.ss Hirtzel in- 
sisted on a technical point. After the bill 
has been amended that matter will have 
to be taken up before the cour. next week. 
Ex-Judge Collins appeared with his bill, 
by which he seeks to onjoin the city from 
collecting any tax under the new bicycle 
ordinance. When court convened yesterday 
morning against him he found arrayed Will- 
jam H. Arthur and Miss Hirtzel. It was 

Miss Hirtzel's first appearance in a con- 

tested chancery suit, and although a little 

nervous at first, when she was put to the 
test she came out bravely. When the mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of Judge 

Tuley after a long wait he passed it to the 

afternoon session, whee the arguments 

opened. 

The first proceeding ured the reading of 
the bill filed by ex-Jadge Collins on Thurs- 
day to the court. This was spon accom- 
plished, and Miss Hirtzel, appearing for the 

city, announced that the city would appear 
against the bill on a technical ground, filing 
a general demurrer to the bill on jurisdic- 
tional grounds. Ex-Judge Collins then began 
his argument in support of the bill. 

He drew attention to the importance of 
the case and said the city inten od to raise 
a revenue exceeding $200,000 from the tax, 
ara that one-twentieth at least of the popu- 


lation of the city owned bicycles ar vehicles 
within the provisions of the ordinghce. The 
idea that Mr. Collins then attempted to im- 


press upon the court was that a tax anda 
license were identical. He argued that a 
court of chancery had the power to enjoin 
a tax that is void or too high in rate. 

In conciuding Mr. Collins claimed that the 
city had not the power to impose a tax upon 
vehicles which are not used for hire. | 

In defending the side cf the city Miss Hirt- 
zel relied entirely upon e technical de- 
fense allowed under a demurrer. She argued 
and read authorities tending to show that 
the bill of ex-Judge Gollins was technically 
bad by reason that it did not allege that any 
irreparable injury was about to be done 
from which would suffer, and further 
that it did not show that there were other 
bicycles in Chicago except those of the com- 
plainant. Miss Hirtzel also said that the 
complainant failed to show in his bill that 
he was in danger Of arrest.

This accident completely demoratiaed the 
Chicago team of tennis players, froin ap- 
pearances.

Especially neither 
of them could smash a ball, and to this, 
more than any other cause, is 
be laid their defeat. Again and again 
they softly pushed lobs which would have 
struck inside the service line, and or the 
rare occasions when they did use some force 
the ball went into the bottom of the net or 
out of court.

Details of Single Play. 

Bond had an accident, too, and one which 
perhaps had as far-reaching an effect on 
his performance as that of Carver.

The price of boots and shoes will be higher 
this winter than it has been in many years. 
For the United States Leather company, 
more familiarly known as the leather trust, 
has decided that under the advanced price 
of hides and the duty imposed on the im- 
ported article by the new tariff it cannot 
sell its product at the present rates and 
make the profit to which the officers believe 
the trust is entitled. 

The advance will be a material one, too, 
for if it wére of a few cents only a pound 
it would not be necessary for the manu- 
factufers to advance their selling prices. 
Those officials of the trust who are in a 
position to know best are authority for the 
statement that the public—every man, wom- 
an, and child who wears leather footgear— 
will have to pay tribute to the trust. 

When Josiah T. Tubby, the Secretary of 
the Leather company, was asked today if 
the price of leather had been advanced or 
would be by the company, he repliea he 
never. spoke for publication and referred 
the inquirer to the selling department. 


Decided Advance to Come. 


There 8. P. Davidge was found. He said 
that within the last few months there had 
been a slight advance im the price, but it was 
not more than the usual trade fluctuations.

ke a fair margin of profit. Let me tell 
yok why., When the tariff agitation started 
abo 1 we paid for heavy Texan hides 
8% cents a pound. On July 7 we had to pay 
10% cents. A hide weighs about seventy 
pounds, and that, you see, is an advance of 
$1.40 a hide. You must remember, too, that 
out of every hundred pounds of hide we pur- 
chase we get only about sixty-five pounds of 
leather.“ 

This, it may be remarked, is true of green, 
wet hides, but Mr. Davidge forgot to add 
that from every 100 pounds of dry hides 150 
pounds or more of leather is obtained. 

Then,“ continued Mr. Davidge, under 
the new tariff there is a duty of 2% cents a 
pound on all imported des, of which one- 
third of our stock is constituted. This will 
make it almost impossible for us to compete 
with the English market, where the price of 
hides fluctuates. little. Either the price of 
hides must be regulated, and there is little 
prospect of that, or else more money must 
be obtained for the leather.” 


“\ Effect on Boots and Shoes. 


“Will the increase be so large that the 
manufacturer will find it necessary to raise 
the selling price of the boots and shoes?“ 

“It is hard for me to say what the manu- 
facturers or the retailers will do, but I 
think the advance will be such that they 
will have to increase the price to the wear- 
ers. 

The advance will probably be in this ratio: 
For workingmen’s heavy settled shoes, 
which now ‘sell at $1.25, 40 cents will be 
added; for women’s shoes now sold at $1, 30 
cents more will be charged; where 75 cents 
will now purchase shoes for a child, there will 


de an advance of 20 cents, and farmers who 


can get their heavy grain leather boots for 
$2 will have to pay $2.50. | 

And all this because the trust declares the 
price of hide has increased. But the trust, 
with its $120,000,000 of capital, controls the 
hide market and can make the price what it 
will, 

The truth of the matter is that the price of 
shoes and boots will go up because the trust 
has seen to it that the cost of hides in the 
market was 

Increase in Woolens. 

There has been a substantial increase in 
the price of woolens also. Dealers say that 
the consumer is paying more for goods in 
one line, and getting cheaper quality for the 
old price in another. 

There have been no sharp advances since 
the tariff bill went into effect: the advance 
has been made as prices are raised in Wall 
street, in anticipation.

Under the old law importers were allowed 
a margin of 10 per cent in the valuation of 
their goods before a penalty accrued.

Within the coming month the Civic fed- 
eration expects to get its petitions for a 
special session of the General Assembly 
ready to.present to Governor Tanner. Sec- 
retary Easley said yesterday the papers 
would go into circulation for signatures on 
Monday. 

The plan adopted is to place one copy in 
every hotel, drug store, and other public 
place in the city and also send copies to the 
where laboring men can have ac 
sign. It is likewise proposed to distribute 
copies throughout the State. 

Reports from Springfield yesterday pur- 
porting to quote the Governor, as saying he 
knew of no reason why a special session 
should be called did not disturb the Civic 
federation officials.

|} Glass blowers are holding meetings all 
over the country and demanding a large in- 
crease in wages. Until the scale is adjusted 


made up,, and, in the opinion of prominent 
local dealers the trouble between manufact- 
urers and men is apt to be long drawn out. 
If it continues long after Nov. 1 the advance 
in prices, it is thought, will be great. 

The stock on hand at present is fully 300,- 
000 boxes less than last year at this time, 
and if the present brisk demand continues 
the supply will give out before the mills are 
opened, unless the wage system can be early 
and satisfactorily adjusted. 

Jobbers in a Conference. | 


This is the situation as reviewed at a 

meeting of jobbers just adjourned in this 
city. Twenty-five prominent jobbers from 
various sections of the country attended the 
meeting, which was conducted with all the 
accustomed surroundings of secrecy. 
’ The advance in prices to be made, so say 
the jobbers, is to meet new conditions under 
the Dingley bill, and likewise is in response 
to the excellent demand which has devel- 
oped during the last three weeks, 

The difficulties between the manufactur- 
ers and blowers is unusually grave this 
year, as the latter demand an increase in 
wages equal to the increased duty placed 
on glass by the Dingley bill. 

The wage committee appointed by the 
manufacturers and the committee appoint- 
ed by the men have met, but have been un- 
able to come to any understanding. Not- 
withstanding the grave outlook it is thought 
that an amicable arrangement may be 
reached and the mills opened by Nov. 1. 
After all this will be four weeks earlier than 
last season. — 

George F. Kimball, one of the leading local 
dealers, said last evennig: 

“The report that there is to be a big ad- 
vance in the price of window glass is true. 
Prices 5 per cent higher will be charged at 
once and probably at least three other ad- 
vances will be scheduled before the mills re- 


open. 

The question of wages is uglier than 
usual this year, and of course if it is not 
settled by the time the regular season opens 
a still higher advance may be expected. 

Hart Gives Confirmation. 

Muncie, Ind., July 80.—[{Special.]—T. F. 
Hart, manager of the Western. Window 
Glass company of this city, has returned 
from attending the meeting of the Window 
„Glass Manufacturers’ National Executive 
committee, held in Pittsburg. 

Mr. Hart says trade conditions are show- 
ing a decided improvement and are of such 
@ nature that an advance in the price of 
window glass is fully warranted. 

At the Pittsburg meeting an advance of 
about 8 per cent over previous schedule 
prices was made, going into effect at once 
and remaining in force until Aug. 10, when 
all prices will be withdrawn and quotations 
made upon application. 

The Western company is accepting busi- 
ness only subject to stocks and upon satis- 
factory specifications for prompt shipment. 

‘New glass, Mr. Hart says, will be of an 
enhanced value from the fact of an increased 
cost of material and labor. No date has 
been fixed for the resuming of operations, 
and the indications now are that resumption 
will be prolonged until the season has ad- 
vanced.

Workers’ association was in session at the 
Bingham House today, but has not yet 
agreed upon a wage schedule for the ensuing 
year.

, BUS AS SIGNS OF PROSPERITY. — 


| Local Comment Is This Record-Break- 


ing Tonnage Verifies Predictions 
of Better Hand—Dealers 
Hold European Demand for Ameri- 
ean Surplus Means Business for 
Chicago and See Additional Promise 
in Crop Situation in the West. 


The charters of steam tonnage to carry 
20,0.0,000 bushels of cereals from the United 
States to European ports was commented 
upon in Chicago yesterday as a substantial 
pfoof of the roseate predictions made re- 
garding the near coming of better times. 

At any time these figures would be re- 
garded as extremely significant, but coming 
thus early in the present season they are 
looked upon as certain auguries of better 
times close at hand. 

A representative of one of the largest 
eee hat and glove firms in the city 
said: 

“This transaction should take every bit 
of wind out of the sails of the croakers who 
are determined to see nothing but a con- 
tinuation of the hard times of the last three 
years. A person must be purpesely blind 
not to see in these charters the most un- 
mistakable evidence that Europe wants all 
our surplus cereals, and wants them badly. 
Just where prices will go to no one, of course, 
ean say, but they seem pretty certain to be 
maintained at a point that will yield a hand- 
some profit to the American farmer. 


Situation Favors Chicago. 


The situation especially favors the West, 
and Chicago should feel the quickening in- 
fluence of the improved condition of affairs 


in a marked degree. 


„Some of the traveling men just in from 
Nebraska say that State looks like a gar- 
den. They are counting on from 85,000,000 
to 40,000,000 bushels of wheat of a superior 
quality, while the corn crop is estimated at 
the total of 350,000,000 bushels. Even at 10 


cents a bushel this alone adds $35,000,000 


to the purchasing power of the farmers of 
the State, and it is safe to say they will get 
much more than this out of It, * probably 
double the amount, as it is said that at least 
60 per cent of it will be fed to stock.

The whole story’ is 
but a new and ingenious version of the 
problem as to what a man is most likely to 
do when he suddenly discovers that he has 
ceased forever to be a part of the living 
world. The book cannot be said to be pleas-

Decision That the Institution Is Not 
a Preferred Creditor of the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 


Baltimore, Md., July 30.—Judges Goff and 
Morris in the United States Circuit Court 
have handed down an opinion in which it was 
decided that the John Hopkins University 
and other holders of $3,000,000 of the first 
preferred 6 per cent stock of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad were not preferred cred- 
itors, as was contended, and that they are in 
the same category as the other stockholders. 
The decision of the ceurt, if it is upheld in 
the higher tribunals, will seriously affect 
the finances of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, and cause a material change, for a 
time at least, in the projected plans of that 
institution. The trustees of the university 
hold nearly a million of the preferred stock, 
from which it drew an annual income of 
more than $50,000.

Charles T. Yerkes is credited with having . 
secured absolute control of the Suburban 
railroad. It is claimed the litigation which 
resulted in the appointment of a receiver for 
the Suburban Construction company was 
the result of a determination on his part to 
secure control of the road and thus have the 
absolute mastery of all West Side traffic 
lines except the Metropolitan road.

* litigation in the Suburban railroad has 
originated principally through C. 8. Leeds, 
who was the originator of the company and 
who secured the first money which was put 
into the enterprise. Mr. Leeds formed the 
Suburban railroad and following this the 
Suburban Construction company, which had 
a contract for the building of the suburban 
lines for the full issue of stock and bonds. 
Mr. Leeds got out of the company about a 
year ago, and, it is claimed, agreed to stay 
out in consideration of a salary of $250 a 
mionth, to be paid him during one year from 
the time of the making of the contract under 
which he left the company. This year was 
not to expire until July 1, but before it was 
ended Mr. Leeds became owner of a control- 
ling share of the stock of the Suburban Con- 
struction company. In this, it is claimed, he 
worked for Mr. Yerkes, who furnished the 
money not only for the buying of the stock 
but for the carrying on of the litigation 
which followed. 

Receiver Takes Control of the Road. 

An injunction was secured preventing 
Naugle, Holcomb & Co. from continuing the 
work of constructing the Suburban line in 
accordance with a contract which had been 
made between that firm and.the Suburban 
‘Construction company. Work was stopped

The attention of all companies is hereby 
called to this provision of the law, and that the 
Commissioner of Insurance will insist that this 
provision be strictly complied with in the next an- 
nual statements submitted to this department. 
This law was enacted in the interest of and for 
the proper protection of the policyholders of this 
State, and in view of the rate wars and conflicts 
between companies it seems ae wise provision.

This brings into the list not only real 
ate and insurance agents, but private 
bankers, commission men ot all sorts, Board 
of Trade and Stock Exchange operators, and 
about every one else who handles property 
not his own, unless he does so on a stated 
salary. Men who loan their own money are 
of course exempt. 

This is practically the same decision which 
was given by Corporation Counsel Beale 
just two years ago when Mayor Swiltt's ad- 
ministration started out to collect these 
At that time the brokers held 
to be Hable talked of contesting the law in 
the courts, but finally decided it was easier 
to evade the payment of the fee than to 
fight it, and the result was the city, after 
some futile attempts to collect the tax, rave 
it up as a bad job. Some of the real estate 
agents were made to pay, but that was about 
all it amounted to. 

Deputy Collector Senff said yesterday, 
however, his office would make a determined 
effort this time to reach as many of the 
brokers as possible, and the result may be 
lawsuits in which the correctness of the 
Beale and Thornton opinions Will be tested.

In this statement Mr. Moore says: The 
climates of the coast and the interior of 
Alaska are unlike in many respects, and the 
differences er intensificd in this as perhaps 
in few other countries dy ‘exceptional 
physical conditions. The-fringe of islands 
tat separates the mainiand from the Pacific 
— from Dixon Sound north, and also a 
strip of the mainland for possibly twenty 
miles back from the sea, fohowing the sweep 
Lot the coast as it curves to the northwest- 
ward to the western extremity of Alaska 
form a distinct climatic division which may 
de termed temperate Alaska. ‘Phe temper- 
ature rarely falls to zero; winter does not 
set in until Dec. 1, and by the last of May 
the snow has disap except on the 
mountains. 

“The mean winter temperature of Sitka is 
82.5,, but little less than that of Washing- 
ton, D. C. The rainfail of temperate 
Alaska is notorious the world over, not dniy 


manner of ite. falling—viz.: in long and in» 
cCessant_rains and drizzies. Cloud and fog 
naturally abound, there being on an average 
but sixty-six clear days in the year.

MAILS 70 ALASKA GROWING HEAYY. 


How the Rail, Steamer, and Star tions 
vice Is Arranged for Regular and 
Registered Matter. 


— ͤ — 


The box labeled “Alaska in the mailing 
department of the Chicago Postoffice is 
just now being filled many times a day. 

“Alaska malls have increased over 50 per 
cent,” said Clerk O'Malley, when asked if 
Uncle Sam was doing any extra business on 
account of the gold fever about his big 
frigid acquisition. “ The increase is noticed 
not only in mall for such towns as. Sitka, 
Juneau, and Douglas, but in the new places, 
the names of which arc on many tongues.” 

Chicago is far advanced in its arrange- 
ments to handle not only ordinary but reg- 
istered mail for Alaskan points. It is carried 
out of Chicago by the fast mails on the Chi- 
cago and Minneapolis railway postoffice, is 
given to the Northern Pacific at St. Paul, 
and rushed to Seattle. Between the latter 
point and Sitka the mail steamers ply reg- 
ularly. On the City of Topeka there has 
been eStablished a regular sea postoffice 
service. W. R. Curtis is the clerk in charge. 

Between Sitka and Juneau there is a closed 
pouch steamboat service. Seattle makes up 
closed pouches for Douglas, Fort Wrangel, 
Juneau, Killisnoo, Ketchikan, Mary Island, 
Sitka, and Metlakatlah. 

Connecting at Sitka is other sea service 
between that point and Unalaska, 1,400 
miles to the west. This service consists of 
one trip a month between Sitka and Un- 
alaska from April to October and leaves 
Sitka immediately upon arrival of the mails 
from Seattle. Captain J. E. Hanson is act- 
ing clerk. From Unalaska the mails are 
dispatched to St. Michaels and. thence to 
points on the Yukon. 

The Postoffice department has perfected 
not only a summer but a winter star route 
service between Juneau and Circle City. 
The route is 6verland and by boats and rafts 
over the lakes and down the Yukon, and is 
900 miles long. A Chicago man named 
Beddoe carries the summer mail, making 
five trips between June and November, and 
is paid $500 a trip. Two Juneau men, Frank 
Corwin and Albert Hayes, operate the win- 
ter service and draw for each round trip 
$1,700 in gold. About 1,200 ‘letters are car- 
ried on each trip.

Harbors after putting in five years in 
Alaska. 

A little over five gears ago the two men, 
aged 27 and 50 years, respectively, were em- 
ployed in the blacksmith shops of the Du- 
luth and Iron Range railroad at Two Har- 
bors. They heard of the gold fields in Alas- 
ka and decided to go there and seek a 
For three years they labored in 
vain, but two years ago they discovered a 
rich placer bed on the Stewart River, and 
later located claims on the Klondyke. In 
the two years they say they cleaned up 
$150,000 each. 

They have been very reticent about their 
affairs up until now. Erickson says that 
he is going back to the old country to live 
in style. He will buy a title if it is possible 
to do so. Both of the young men are unmar- 
ried. They say the greatest harships they 
suffered were on long tramps - after pro-
